The Fungus Is 
Your Friend 


Exactly the same active alkaloids —ergota- 
mine, ergokryptine, etc.—have recently been 
discovered to exist in a primitive fungus 
which grows in common plants all around the 
world, report botanists at the University of 
‘Texas at Austin near here. “The fungus acre- 
monium is a primitive, imperfect member of 
the Claviceps family of fungi,” explains Dr. 
Garry Cole of U.T. Austin, where he’s been 
studying acremonium with agricultural re- 
searchers. “Unlike Claviceps purpurea and 
paspali, it produces no violet sclerotium. For 
that reason, the fungus is visually undectable 
in the field. We know that it occursin the most 
common stock-forage grasses, including fes- 
cue and lollia rye grass, which are eaten by 
cattle. And these toxic symptoms —uncoordi- 
nation, gangrene and so on—have been seen 
in deer, sheep, horses, and other large her- 
bivores. Butsince the fungus occurs inside the 
plants, the only way to securely determine 
that any plant contains acremonium is to test 
it for the presence of ergot alkaloids or the 
fungus itself. Short of that, the only clue that 

ight suggest that the fungus exists in a plant 
isthe fact that plants withacremonium gener- 
ally appear to be stronger and more robust 
than plants without it.” 

‘The existence of a fungus that actually pro- 
motes the growth and health of the plants it 
grows with is not new. Mycologist Stephen 
Peele of Pensacola, proprietor of the Florida 
Mycology Research Center, affirms that 
many funguses co-exist with their “host” 
plants in what is termed a “‘non-obligate” sort 
of symbiosis which benefits both organisms. 
An example is the famous red-and-white- 
speckled “Santa Claus” mushroom, Amanita 
muscaria, a hallucinogenic (but notably toxic) 
strain. Amanitas invariably grow on the ex- 
posed toproots of grand, flourishing pine 
trees, and it’s been speculated that after the 
giant mushrooms die and rot, they provide 
more nourishment to the tree’s roots than 
they took from the tree while they grew on 

The exact benefits of acremonium fungus 
species for the plants they grow with is 
unknown so far, though its ergot alkaloids 
provide an obvious clue. “If there's enough 
natural acid involved to throw a ton of beef on 
the hoof into drug-crazed convulsions,” wise- 
cracks one agricultural researcher, “imagine 
what it would do to a much tinier foraging 
animal, like a one-pound rabbit. It'd turn the 
little critter into a raving March Hare for 
weeks, if it didn’t pinch off its cute little ears 
and whiskers first with dry gangrene.” 


Brute Beasts 
on Dope 


‘The reactions of animals to “hallucinogen- 
ic” drugs are necessarily an ill-studied sub- 
ject. Drugs like LSD, psilocybin, mescaline, 
DMT, and so on produce their most conspic- 
uous effects in humans by working in the “or- 
bital frontal cortex” of the fore brain, the seat 
of conscious thought and self-awareness. 
Animals in general, who have very little in the 
way ofan orbital frontal cortex, tend toexhibit 
virtually no reaction to purely mind-altering 
drugs like LSD. If Summer Syndrome in cat- 
tle is caused by the ergot alkaloids in acre- 
monium fungi, most of the physi 
toms—the convulsions and gangrene—are 
probably caused by the non-psychotropic 
alkaloids. If the psychotropic, lysergic-acid- 
typealkaloidshaveany effectatall oncattle, it 
may very likely give them primitive hallucina- 
tions of imaginary lions, tigers, and great car- 
nivorous; birds. (Such animal-imagery 
hallucinations were almost universally 
reported by victims of St. Anthony's Fire in 
Medieval Europe—even though few of them. 
could ever have seen a real African lion or In- 
dian tiger in their lives, any more than the 
cowsand horses they tended, which werealso 
seen to suffer from ergotism symptoms dur- 
ing mass regional epidemics.) 

“The production of ergot alkaloids by plants 
would have a manifest adaptive value for 
them in terms of evolution, Scientist agree 
that natural plant drugs such as caffeine—for 
example— developed naturally, over epochs 
of evolutionary time, to protect those plants 
from small animal predators, like insects and 
small herbivores. Although caffeine has only 
mild stimulant effectsin humans, itseffectsin 
extremely tiny animals would be magnified 
thousands of times, and be lethally toxic. 
‘Therefore, plants like coffee trees and cocoa 
bushes, which produce caffeine (and also the 
coca shrub, which produces an even more in- 
teresting batch of stimulating alkaloids) are 
notoriously immune to the ravages of white 
mites, deer, suburban teenaged hoodiums 
the universal plagues of marijuana planters. 
(The THC in the Cannabis plant is not an 
alkaloid, and its evolutionary value to mari- 
juana plants has never been investigated atall 
by botanii 


The Mysteries 
of Demeter 


In the case of acremonium, it appears that 
the fungus works to convey the benefit of its 
predator-repelling ergot alkaloids to those 
plants which are fortunate enough to become 
“infested” with it. The presence of 
acremonium fungus is truly global, it tums 
out. Dr. Cole at U. of Texas reports that the 
first investigations into acremonium’s toxici-

At the American Type Culture Collection in 
Philadelphia —where the world’s largest col- 

i spores and live cultures is 
housed—they have acremonium cultures 
that were obtained from places as 
India, Egypt, Hawaii, and Canada. “We have 
one culture that originated in a cucumber in 
Greece,” an American Type Culture 
mycologist says proudly. 

And in one very concrete sense, all the 
acremonium fungus in the world is one single 
organism, inhabiting untold billions of 
vegetable (and possibly some animal) 
organisms, “Acremonium does not produce 
spores,” explains Dr. Cole. “It gets into the 
seeds of the plants it inhabits, andas the plants 
reproduce and germinate and grow, the 
fungus is carried along from generation to 
generation, 

The notion ofa wholly ubiquitous, asexual, 
continuously-dying and continuously-rejuve- 
nating entity is, of course, common to 
religious faiths all around the world. And 
, especially those which do 
special things in peoples’ heads, have a 
curious way of sprouting up in the mytho- 
logy and ritual of religions. 

‘An ergot-yielding fungus, Claviceps paspali, 
was identified just ten years agoas the magic 
sacramental potion central to the Mysteries 
of Demeter at Eleusis in ancient Greece: a 
grand religious tradition which predated 
Christianity by over a thousand years, and 
was still in practice after A.D. 300. A tiny 
purple rust which grows on wild grasses 
around the Mediterranean, paspali was in- 
vestigated for its alkaloid content in the 1970s 
by Dr. Albert Hoffman of Switzerland (who 
first discovered the effects of ergot-derived 
LSD in 1941) and the American mycologist 
R. Gordon Wasson. They found that paspali, 
when properly prepared, conveys an intox- 
icated state similar in effect and intensity to 
psilocybin, a mild hallucinogen. In their 
resulting book, The Road To Eleusis (1979), 
Hoffman and Wasson painstakingly traced 
references to the mind-altering sacrament of 
the Cult of Eleusinian Demeter (a potion call- 
ed the kykeon, obviously containing Claviceps 
paspali) to the dawn of recorded history. 

Communicants to the Mysteries of Deme- 
ter at Eleusis (who came from as far away as 
India) took the kykeon only once in their 
duringa weeklong series of ritesand pageants 
held every springinaceremonialareanorthof 
Athens. Every spring, each one of the hun- 
dreds of initiates involved, after taking the 
Jykeon at the climax of the ceremony, would 
witness the same vision of the earth-goddess 
Demeter, hundreds of feet tall, bearing a sheaf 
of wheat in herarms. The details of this collec- 
tive vision were supposedly a jealously-guard- 
ed secret, although iconoclastic trouble-

Typically, a drug 
abuser/addict will continue using more 
and more drugs as his/her life becomes 
more and more “unmanageable.” That 
‘drugs could be the cause of escalating 
problems with work, relationships, 
money, health, depressions, paranoia, 
isolation and generally devastating ir- 
fegularity, does not enter the abuser/ad- 
dict’s mind easily. 


Reading case histories can help aper- 
son pinpoint some of thereallities of drug 
abuse and addiction. The events and 
otherparticulars of a story may not be the 
sameas the reader's own experience, but 
the feelings will be familiar. In some 
cases, the reader often finds at least one 
storyina book like this that wil/beuncan- 
nily close to their own. 

Though this particular book relates 
women’s case histories, men with drug 
problems should be able to find insights 
into theirown drug-induced behavior pat- 
terns. 

One Step Over the Line by Joanne 
Baum (Harper & Row)isanexcellent book 
that deals with the identification and 
treatment of cocaine addiction. In- 
terspersed throughout are excerpts from 
some of the case histories of Baum's pa- 
tients (she's a therapist who specializes 
in addiction).

psychological and emotional dysfunc- 
tions of cocaine addiction. 

The second half of the book deals with 
treatment: the difficulties of accepting 
the problem, what recovery entails, 
reclaiming one’s life. This is important, 
because many abuser/addicts do not 
know how hard the process of recovery 
can be. They have tried stopping by 
themselves, and often return to the drug 
because they lack the mental and social 
tools to understand and control their ad- 
diction. Even when they manage to 
“white-knuckle” it without drugs, they 
lack the knowledge to deal with drug 
hunger, they lack the understanding of 
what theirminds and bodies (not to men- 
tion personalities) are experiencing 
without the drug. 

Ita reader is suspicious about hisiher 
drug useage, Baum's book should pro- 
vide definition. Then the reader might 
wish to seek treatment.

Average patient census, minimum dura- 
tion of treatment, cost, accreditation, and 
whether ornot detoxification isofferedis 
given for each center. 

A brief summary of what each center 
utilizes in the way of treatment (for both 
users and family members) is provided. 

Treatment centers are beneficial in 
several ways: they take you away from 
temptation fora period of timesothat one 
can clear one's head, they provide 
health care and education so one can 
begin to havea choice about using or not, 
they providecounselingand support dur- 
ing a very tough time—the first days of 
recovery. Most treatment centers of this, 
nature are expensive, and if hopeful ap 
plicants don’t have money or insurance, 
they won't be able to avail themselves of 
these services. 

However, it should be noted that 
Alcoholics Anonymous, Narcotics Anon- 
ymousand Cocaine Anonymous are sup- 
port groups where many abuser/addicts, 
rich and poor, have been able toget clean 
and stay that way with the help of other 
recovering addicts.

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Recreational Marijuana Should 
Not Prevent Medical 


by KEVIN B. ZEESE 
NORML National Director 


bate over whether marijuana should be 

legalized is that it has gotten tangled up 
with the question of whether someone 
should be allowed to use marijuana as a medi- 
cine. 

Marijuana could be a helpful medicine in 
preventing the blindness of glaucoma, the 
muscle spasticity of various illnesses, the nau- 
sea caused by cancer therapies and a host of 
‘other serious medical illnesses. Even though 
thousands of Americans, perhaps even one to 
two million, need marijuana for medical pur- 
poses, it is virtually impossible to get mari- 
juana legally. Seriously ill Americans are 
suffering because of the “sins” of the tens of 
millions of Americans who consume mari- 
juana for relaxation and recreation. 

NORML has been trying to change that. In 
1972 we filed a petition with the Bureau of 
Narcotics and Dangerous Drugs, the forerun- 
ner of the DEA, to have marijuana resche- 
duled under the federal Controlled 
Substances Act. Currently marijuana is classi- 
fied as a Schedule | drug. This schedule is the 
most restrictive. It is for substances which 
have no medical value. It is the schedule for 
“hated” drugs like heroin and LSD. Asaresuit 
‘of being placed in Schedule |, marijuana is not 
available for medical use, and it is very difficult 
to even conduct research on marijuana. 

The bureaucrats who enforce the drug 
faws have fought the NORML petition every 
step of the way. NORML has filed lawsuits six 
times over the 15 years of our petition. Each 
suit was an attempt to get the government to 
look at the facts. Over the life of our suit 
countless Americans have suffered, and even 
died, because of the lack of medicinal mari- 
juana, It is sad and ironic that no recreational 
marijuana user has ever died, but that people 
who need marijuana as medicine are suffering 
serious life-threatening and sense-threaten- 
ing illnesses.

‘Three of our lawsuits have resulted in deci- 
sions by the U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. Each time the court has 
ruled in NORML's favor and each time the 
court has expressed concerns about the way 
the drug enforcement bureaucrats were han- 
dling NORML's petition. 

‘Afcer the first denial of the petition in 
1974, che Court of Appeals described the ac- 
tion of the BNDD as “not the kind of agency 
action that promoted the kind of interchange 
and refinement of views that is the lifeblood 
‘ofa sound administrative process.” Those are 
harsh words from a court, but they are mild 
when it is realized that the BNDD rejected 
NORMLs petition out of hand without 
taking any testimony or other evidence, 

The DEA rejected NORML's petition again 
in 197. This time the Court of Appeals was 
critical because the DEA had failed to obtain 
scientific and medical evaluations of marijuana 
from the federal health agencies. The court 
properly pointed out that this scientific re- 
view was specifically required by the Con- 
trolled Substances Act. 

The third decision by the Court of Appeals 


Marijuana 


came in 1980 after NORML’s petition was 
again rejected. This time the court specifically 
ordered the DEA to obtain health informa- 
tion on marijuana and ended its order saying: 
“We regrettably find it necessary to remind 
respondents (the DEA) of an agency's obliga- 
tion on remand not to do anything which is 
contrary to either the letter or spirit of the 
mandate” of this court, 

Since 1980 the Court of Appeals has found 
it necessary to spur the bureaucrats along fur- 
ther by requiring the DEA and the depart- 
ment of Health and Human Services to file 
quarterly reports with the court on progress 
in reviewing the NORML petition. This came 
after successive court filings by NORMAL in 
1981 and 1982. 

Non-lawyers reading this column may ask 
“why hasn't the court just overruled the DEA 
and rescheduled marijuana to allow its medi- 
cal use?” That would be a highly unusual ac- 
tion for a court. Courts generally defer to the 
government agencies as they are “the ex- 
perts.” They deal with marijuana, medicine 
and related issues on a daily basis. Espet 
this case where there has been no record de- 
veloped on which the court can make its own 
findings of fact. 

However. finally after 15 years of litigation, 
there is hope for progress on the medical 
marijuana issue. As a result of negotiations be- 
tween NORML and the DEA, the DEA has 
scheduled hearings before an administrative 
law judge. For the first time, the question of 
marijuana’s medical value will be heard before 
an impartial arbitrator. This will give NORML 
an opportunity to build a strong record which 
the Court of Appeals can act on. 

Why has the DEA avoided and delayed a 
hearing on the merits of NORML's petition 
for so many years? Because the evidence that 
‘marijuana has medical value is overwhelming 
and the DEA does not want to admit anything 
good about marijuana. They think that doing 
so would undercut all of marijuana policy and 
that Americans are not intelligent enough to 
differentiate between medical use and non- 
medical use. 

Ina book published this year, Cannaboids 


as Therapeutic Agents (CRC Press Inc., 
2000 Corporate Bivd., Boca Raton, 
Florida, 33431), Raphel Mechoulam, an 
Israeli who was the first to separate THC 
from marijuana, reviews all of the research on 
the medical value of marijuana and its compo- 
nent parts. He begins by reviewing the his- 
tory of marijuana in medicine. He looks at the 
ancient Middle East and Europe, the Middle 
Ages, India, Persia, China, and western Eu- 
rope and North America in the 19th and 20th 
centuries. 

Mechoulam finds marijuana has been used 
In medicine “for millenia." He lists twenty 
broad areas where marijuana has been used in 
history and notes that ten of these medicinal 
uses have been proven correct by research in 
the last two decades. The ten medicinal uses 
confirmed by recent research include its use 
as an analgetic (painkiller), an antiasthmatic, 
an anticonvulsive, a sedative, a hypnotic, an 
antirheumatic, an antidiarrheal, an antibiotic, 
‘an appetite promoter and an antipyretic (fe- 
ver reducer). 

The book goes on to review the major ar~ 
‘eas where research on cannabis and medicine 
have occurred. These include treatment of 
neurological disorders, effects on the eyes 
primarily for treatment of glaucoma, as an 
anti-nausea agent in cancer therapy and as a 
bronchodilator. 

Not only is there strong evidence in his- 
tory and current research showing the medi- 
cal value of marijuana, but there are other 
indications that marijuana has an accepted 
‘medical use in the United States. Thirty-three 
states have passed laws recognizing and au- 
thorizing marijuana as a medicine. (Unfortu- 
nately, these states need to get their 
marijuana from the federal government, so 
very few have active programs). In addition, 
courts have recognized the medical value of 
‘marijuana in cases where individuals were 


prosecuted on marijuana charges and claimed 
they needed marijuana as a medicine. 

Even the DEA has recognized the medical 
value of marijuana’s major psychoactive ingre- 
dient, THC. Earlier this year the DEA resche- 
duled a synthetic THC pill to be used in 
treating nausea caused by cancer chemo- 
therapy. The pill is being marketed under the 
brand name Marinol. 

The DEA's acknowledgement of THC’s 
medical value puts them in an indefensible po- 
sition, There have been studies conducted in 
five states comparing THC pills with mari- 
juana cigarettes. Each study has found that 
‘marijuana was much more effective than THC 
and that it was also safer. Thus, due to the de- 
bate over marijuana policy generally, the DEA 
has approvedalless effective, more dangerous 
drug for medical use. The senselessness of 
their decision will be obvious when the 
hearings on NORML’s petition are comple- 
ted, 
Recreational users of marijuana should rec- 
‘ognize that their marijuana use is resulting in 
the government's refusal to allow marijuana 
as a medicine. The government is to blame, 
but as a result of widespread recreational 
‘marijuana use thousands of seriously ill Amer- 
icans are being denied a medicine that can 
help them. | hope you will help us to correct 
that mistaken policy. It is going to take thou- 
sands of dollars to see this case through.

No great mystery here; these people 
| just had enough courage to stand up 
| for what is right. 

Several months back, NORML was in- 
formed that a state senator in Ohio was in- 
troducing a bill to recriminalize marijuana 
throughout the entire state. | alerted the 
Southwest Ohio NORML chapter, and they 

| immediately began a letter writing and 


| 
| 


phone calling campaign against the bill. Be- 
fore the hearings began, | received a phone 
call from a gentleman near the state capitol 
who was interested in NORML. | told him 
of the hearings on the recriminalization bill 
and we discussed the fact that NORML's 
state attorney could not testify because he 
had to be in court representing a client that 
day. So this person, who had never done any 

public speaking before, (I believe he is a 

truck driver by profession) agreed to 

present several government studies on the 
question of decriminalization on behalf of all 

the citizens in Ohio who are opposed to a 

step backwards in the law. The result: 

The bill never came up for a vote. 

Another area that activists are just starting 
to break new ground is running for political 
office. While politics is a tough game, and vic- 
tory even tougher, these campaigns allow a 
forum for a debate over our current mari- 
juana laws. 

In California's 43rd District, Bruce 
Margolin, NORML Legal Committee mem- 
ber, is running for an important Assembly 
seat. In Indiana, Steve Dillion, Indianapolis 
NORML member, is running for District At- 
torney for the city of Indianapolis. He was 
nominated by the Libertarian party, and is 
making the marijuana issue the main focus of 
his campaign. In Minnesota, reform sup- 
porters formed the Grassroots party, a 
name chosen to express the purpose and 
nature of the campaign, and nominated Der- 
rick Grimmer for Attorney General. They 
collected 2,600 signatures in one week's 
time and placed their party on the ballot. 
The beauty of this effort, besides being a 
wonderful forum for reform to be discussed 
publicly, is that if the Grassroots Party re- 
eives five percent of the vote, they can 
field candidates in any state election 
without having to go through the signature 
collecting process again!

THE READERS RESPOND 
THE MARIJUANA FARMER FORUM 


Most marijuana users buy their weed 
few actually grow it. Those who do some- 
times get caught and find that their rights, 
their homes, their possessions, and some- 
times their children are confiscated. In 
many cases they are treated more harshly 
than rapists, murders, and thieves. 

Those of us who buy our little bags of 
neatly trimmed buds and bitch about the 
price have little opportunity to actually 
appreciate the amount of time, effort, and 
risk that goes into the production of our 
ounce. The government and its puppet 
media want us to believe that marijuana 
growers are somehow responsible for all of 
society's drug problems. 

In actuality, most marijuana growers are 
farmers with families, no different from 
tomato, corn, or wheat farmers except that 
they must work harder. (It may be inter- 
-esting to note that at the present time, the 
tomato, corn, and wheat farmers in. this 
‘country already have to work hard just to 
stay in a legal business.) The marijuana 
farmer works harder because he or she 
must hide the farm, oftenin remote, difficult- 
to-reach places where there may or maynot 
be water, even if there is, there are no 
spigots toturn and water has tobe carriedto 
the plants. Marijuana farmers must always 
be watchful and alert for, unlike the farmer 
who plants his rows of corn and lets them 
bask in wide open space untilit's time to hop 
on the tractor and harvest, the marijuana 
farmer always watches the sky: listening for 
wildlife as well as human poachers, air- 
planes, and helicopters. Then, each plant 
must be meticulously hand-harvested, 
cured, and trimmed. 

Of the letters Activist News receives, 
many are the real life stories of these 
farmers who have been caught cultivating 
‘and who have no opportunity to speak out. 
We believe sharingsome of these letters will 
provide that opportunity as well as help the 
consumer to better understand and appre- 
ciate what goes into his little bag of buds. 
Only names, places, and dates have been 
changed 
Dear Activist News: 

On January 25, 1985, | was arrested for grow- 
ing marijuana. Also arrested were my wife, 
mother-in-law, and brother-in-law. That night, | 
‘was told by one of the cops that if| didn’t make a 
written confession, my six month old son would 
ibe taken away and my family would stay in jail. | 
made a statement and my wife was released the 
ext day. My mother-in-law was released three 
days later, my brother-in-law was released after 
‘spending two weeks in juvenile detention. He fs 
‘only 15 years old. | spent eight days in county jail 
and got out after my wife’s step parents posted 


$2500 bond. While | was in jail, my car was 
seized because the police said they found some 
lumber in the trunk that was going to be used to 
facilitate the cultivation of pot. 

| was arrested with 48 plants growing in my 
house, but when | gotto court, they said they only 
confiscated ten plants. | pleaded no contest to 
cultivation and raceived five years probation and 
2$1000 fine. | mustalsosubmittedrug screening 
once a week. The charges on my wife and 
mother-in-law were dropped but the charges on 
‘my brother-in-law were not. He is living in lowa 
and they want him to come back to Tennessee to 
stand trial for cuttivation, intent to distribute, and 
possession of over 20 grams. He doesn’t smoke 
pot and didn’t have anything to do with me grow- 
ing it. 1 told the judge that, but he must think a 
felony conviction will help him later in lite. 

I still have the title to my car, but! haven't heard 
anything from the court about it. In fact, itis still 
sitting behind the police station whereit has been 
since January 26th. | had to have a public 
defender because | didn’t have any money for a 
lawyer. | called some lawyers, but they wanted a 
$10,000 foo. If | had $10,000, | wouldn’t havo 
been growing pot —I would have bought what we 
needed. lost my job, almast my son, my brather- 
and-mother-in-law are gone, and | can’t get high 
as long as I'm given urine tests. Big Brother 
strikes again, Thanks for being NORML. 


FROM HUMBOLDT 
COUNTY, CA: 

“A Statement from the Swami, Shiva Sativa, 
and the Church of Divine Sacraments. ..‘Mari- 
juana and other such substances are sacraments 
‘which bring people closer to God.

makers, xe the comic playwright Aristopha- 
nes (c. 400 B.C.) were always revealing them 
to the uninitiated. 


Grow Yer Own? 


Now that LSDtype ergot alkaloids have 
been discovered to exist in acremonium 
fungus species, it can't be long before the 
Government has to move to officially “con- 
trol” them, some way or other. Since the 
fungus may inhabit hundreds of different 
species of plants, rounding it all up for “eradi- 
cation” is going to be a tall order, even for the 
ultra-efficient Drug Enforcement Adminis- 
tration. Simply identifying its presence in 
plants is problematical. Engineers at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky at Lexington are current-

ly designing an ELISA-type immunoassay 
geared to detect minute quantities of ergot 
alkaloids in plant material, so as to get an idea 
of how many U.S. rangeland fodder grasses 
may be contaminated by acremonium fungi, 
at what time of year it may be especially 
prevalent, and so on. At this time, the only ex- 
isting test that might conceivably be adapted | 
to this purpose would be the Abuscreen uri- 
nalysis test for LSD from the Roche Diagnos- 
tics Company of New Jersey. 

The Roche “LSD” detection kit will actual- 
ly show positive results for other ergot 
alkaloids, not just LSD-25. To use it to test | 
plant matter for the presence of acremonium 
fungus, speculates oneanonymouschemist,a 
person might simply chop up the plant matter 

finely as possible and mix it with pure 
water, creating a “slurry.” Then the slurry 


would simply go into the Roche machine, 
which can detect the presence ofaslittleas50 
billionths of a gram (“picograms”) of target 
alkaloids. “If that test's really as sen s 
the manufacturers say,” reasons the chemist, 
“then it certainly ought to tell you if there's 
even a thimbleful of this fungus in a whole 
haystack of grain or whatever.” 

This chemist, knownas “Hamadryad” dur- 
ing his spell on D Block ata famous New York 
State prison, was also acute enough to ap- 
prehend another potential problem 
acremonium might create for the DEA. “Kit- 
chen chemists might take to fooling around 
with it,” he says, “bringing up cultures of 
acremonium fungus, and then trying to ex- 
tract the ergovaline out of it, and convert the 
ergovaline into LSD. Kitchen chemists do 
that with Hawaiian Baby Woodrose seeds 
and momning-glory seeds all the time, because 
they’re natural sources of ergotamine, and it 
just drives the DEA crazy.” 

Poorly-cooked-up bathtub acid made from 
acremonium fungus, though, could actually 
do worse than just drive people crazy. “It's 
awfully hard to isolate ergovaline from the 
other ergot alkaloids in ergot fungus,” he 
warns, “and it’s those alkaloids that make 
your hands and feet turn black and drop off. 
‘And you know what psychos those kitchen 
chemistsare. They're sosmart, one of them's 
liable to bring up a culture of this fungus, and 
do some really simple hydrolysis step or 
something to try to extract the ergovaline in 
isolation. Then, to test and see if he's got 
ergovaline, he's liable to run it through the 
Abusescreen RIA for LSD. And he'll get a 
positive, maybe, and think he’s got pure acid: 
without knowing that it could show positive 
for LSD even if it’s pure ergokryptine! And 
then all the guy's customers’ arms and ley 
drop off, Becareful how you write this oneup, 
okay?” @

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KEN KESEY: 


THE RELUCTANT GURU 


by JOHN HOWELL 


When word went around that writer Ken Kesey would show 
up in New York City in a reading/performance to plug his new 
book, Demon Bor, no one knew what to expect. After all, Kesey 
hadn't made a public appearance in nearly 20 years, and aside 
from the occasional story published in Esure or Rolling Stone, 
the Boring Decade of the Seventies had rolled on into the Crazy 
Eighties without the Merry Prankster. Expectations were even 
foggier when HIGH TIMES called his publishers about aninter- 
view and were told that he wasn’t talking to any publication. 

Soa strange current of anticipation mixed with nostalgia ran 
through the several hundred fans packed into the large 
auditorium of Town Hall. The audience was a motley group of 
old hippies, literary types, students, and young countercultural 
kids from new wave to new hippie, all of them curious about 
what wisdom the long-absent Kesey would offer up. 

When Kesey took the stage, eyes popped. Tocool jazz fanfare, 
he stepped out from behind the curtain, his stocky ex-wrestler’s 
build stuffed into a shiny black three-piece suit (“A 50 dollar 
Korean special,” he announced); a black shirt, silver tie, and 
snappy fedora completed the gangsterish ensemble. With 
what's left of his curly silver hair poking out, his piercing gaze, 
and his athlete’s strut, Kesey looked like Norman Mailer playing 
Mickey Spillane. Whatever role the crowd had expected him to. 
appear in, this writer-as-hit man wasn't it, and their delight 
showed: everyone laughed. 

The surprise was vintage Kesey, suddenly showing up in an 
adopted role, just as he had created the persona of psychedelic 
pioneer in the early Sixties—and just as abruptly dropped it. In 
1969, Kesey literally got off the bus, letting the long- planned 
cross country Prankster-to- Woodstock Festival Express pull 
away from Oregon without him. Planting a sign in the driveway 
ofhis family farm which said “No!,” Kesey withdrew from public 
life and holed up with his wife and children, slipping into the role 
of a farmer whose counsel was his own. The truth was, after 
years of psychedelic pioneering when he took acid, psilocybin, 
mescaline, peyote, and morning-glory seeds as a student in an 
early Sixties research project; after organizing the Merry 
Pranksters and the infamous Acid Test events (immortalized in 
‘Tom Wolfe's The Electric Kool-Aid Acid Test) after writing two 
widely acclaimed novels, One Flew Over the Cuckoo's Nest and 
Sometimes a Great Notion; after months on the run in Mexico, 
hiding out from two marijuana charges—Kesey was over- 
whelmed. A six-month jail term in 1967 began his private 
withdrawal from a West Coast countercultural scene which was 
becomingan international phenomena evenashe, one ofits prin- 
cipal creators, was abdicating his role as founding father. His 
retreat became publicin 1969 with the “No!” planted on hisland 

However, though a dairy farmer by day, Kesey wrote steadily 
by night, filing a wooden box on his desk (“the Demon Box”) 
with written attempts to make sense of the territory he had 
covered and the place where he now found himself. Throughout 
the Seventies and into the Eighties, Kesey was quietly working. 
Only the rare story in print briefly reminded the changing world 
outside that Kesey was still in the game even though he was sit- 
ting out a few turns. 

But to his amusement and alarm, the revolution wouldn’t 
leave him alone. Mt. Nebo Road near Springfield, Oregon, 


became a yellow brick road for many who still believed in the 
Wizard of Acid. The countercultural fallout which steadily 
rained down on the would-be country squire became the prin- 
cipal subject of his thoughts and writing, and a new role was 
hatched: ‘The Reluctant Guru. 

Now, back in the spotlight he had tried so hard to avoid for 
nearly 20 years, and on stage in the heart of the beast, New York 
City (‘Idon’tsee how you live here, caught between the copsand 
the crooks”), Kesey seemed both understandably nervous and 
positively energized by his new public persona. Stalking the 
stage restlessly, swigging often from a thermos (“It’s just good 
old New York City water,” he claimed, but we know he likes pep- 
permint schnapps), putting on different hats plucked from an 
onstage hat rack, he began toread in a lively, resonant voice that 
becamemore confident as he went on. The opener wasamaster- 
fully dramatic reading of his tragi-comic dirge for the Sixties, 
“Now We Know How Many Holes It Takes To Fill The Albert 
Hall,” amemoir/essay about the murder of John Lennon and the 
awful karmic contagion it spread, a performance that had theau- 
dience alternately laughing loudly and hushed in somber 
thought. A raucous question-and-answer period followed, a ses- 
sion in which Kesey became very animated. 

“Do I still take acid? Listen, after you've got the 440 down 
[referring tothe musical tuning pitch of perfect A, 440 cycles per 
second], you don’t need to keep hitting yourself on the head.” 

“The Constitution is written on hemp. Not too many people 
know that.” 

“What dol think about coke? I've done enough to know whatit 
does. It’s a killer.” 

“If Chekhov were around today, he'd be using video.” 

“Everybody that I've seen die has died of aloneness. Let's 
keep better track of each other.” 

Following this energy exchange he launched intoareading ofa 
pseudo-children’s fable, “Little Tricker,” that wasclever, but too 
long by half. For a grand finale, Kesey and Friends cranked up 
the Thunder Machine Band, an ad hoc musical outfit which 
served up three songs in an unholy amalgam of “John Cage and 
the Sons of the Pioneers.” The Thunder Machine itself looked 
impressive, a kind of psychedelic Rube Goldbergian device, but 
its output, for all the huffing and puffing of its steam whistles, 
glitter guns, and throbbing wires was a bit paltry. All in all, 
Kesey’s New York return was an evening worthy ofa Reluctant 
Gunu—by tums entertaining and tedious, thoughtful and windy, 
but always surprising. 

‘The cause of all this ruckus, Demon Box (Viking), isa grab bag 
ofstories, essays, travel pieces, and fictionalized memoirs. Using 
his tradmarkalter ego “Devlin Deboree,” Kesey pondersevents 
as small as the death of a newborn calf and as cataclysmic as the 
murder of Lennon. (The shadow of the Reaper hangs heavy over 
these pages: Neal Cassady, Lennon, assorted animals. And 
Kesey's remarks about “keeping track of each other” in 
response toa question about writer Richard Brautigan, a Kesey 
pal, whose body wasn’t found until some weeks after his suicide, 
carried another undercurrent of unspoken grief: Kesey’s 
college-age son, Jed, to whom Demon Boris dedicated, died ina 
caraccidentin 1984.) The book begins with Kesey's release from 
jailin 1967, and ends with his kissoff of the wild energy he helped 
whip up in his description of a last visit to his farm by the Hell’s 
Angels, a story published for the first time in magazine form 
in HIGH TIMES.

Then, a moment later, that measured laugh. It 
comes hammering up from the yard and the 
concrete apron in front of my shop where 
numerous Harleys are undergoing various 
repairs. | can’t tell if it’s a laugh about Big Lou’s 
rhyme, or about another comment about me up 
here typing, or what. 

“Say I'll tell ya what I’ve got,” says the heavy 
voice I’ve come to recognize belongs to that one 
called Awful Harry: “I got brakes by Christ | 
didn’t even know I had!” 

Then goes roaring a doughnut and braking and 
raising an awful pillar of dust in my driveway to 
prove his point. 

“See that? Brakes! This morning when I’m 
coming back out from the mechanic and sees this 
little chickie up here hitchhiking, I locked ’em up. 
I mean locked ’em the fuck up! When I finally 
stops I looks behind me and all | sees a strip of 
rubber running a quarter mile back to her 
standing there with her little pink tummy hanging 
out. Aint that right, Chickie Bird?” 

Chickie Bird doesn’t answer but Rumiocho 
squawks his “Right on!”

Although Awful Harry isn’t the biggest of the 
brood, he’s potentially the baddest.

Mickey Write comes driving in eyes the scenes 
goes driving right back out. 

The reporter from Crawdaddy that | 
completely forgot was coming calls from the 
airport to say she has arrived. She will be driving 
right out as soon as she rents a car, get right into 
our in-depth interview. I tell her not likely, fill her 
in on the unforseen scene and tell her what to 
expect. Oh, great she loves it, can’t wait, hopes 
they won't leave before she finds her way out. I’m 
able to picture her by the sound, by the plumage 
of her voice over the wire, preened like a pea hen, 
fluttering with excitement. | give her directions 
to Mt. Nebo and she flutters off, instructing me to 
watch out and sit tight till she arrives. 

In a way I can do both. By now I can picture the 
scene without getting up, just by the sounds: 
Tinkering at the bikes, barking after the stick... 
the mama hen clucking her brood with her across 
the lawn so they can examine the famous 
hitchhiking Chickie Bird who’s lying under the 
apple tree with the portable record player 
balanced on the provactive pink midriff which set 
up the scene yesterday on the cabin porch that 
eventually got my strung-out and hung-over jail 
partner, Rampage, punched by hard and heavy 
Harry. 

I hear the record end. | hear the needle kick 
automatic back to the start of the 45. I hear Janis 
Joplin screech Piece o’ My Heart for the 
sixhundreth time in the last seventytwo hours, it 
seems... 

Their hot black shuttle car comes swinging in 
the drive, no, goes past the drive squeals to a stop, 
backs up and then comes swinging in the drive. 

Remember: Psalm 73; the dosed ducks; the gate 
left open the cows crazy in the blueberries, 
Ebenezer charging the Harley; the crumpled 
opalescent horn; Dobbs and Rampage to the 
rescue and the surreptitious evacuation of the 
women and kids...

ny trip that starts out with a sea- 

plane jaunt over the Amazon jun- 

gle and a landing ina river on the 
Brazilian-Peruvian border is going to be 
something special, It's got to be. 

That was my feeling as our motor- 
launch made its way across the Amazon 
toward our single engine STUD an- 
chored across the river, The silt-filled 
water washed against the shallow hull of 
‘our oversized dugout. Above, the sky 
was the bleached white of tropical noon. 
Behind us the city of Iquitos and the en- 
trance to the region known as the In- 
ferno Verde, the green hell, 

In the boat with me were Moises 
Vienna, my guide; Stephen Flores, my 
photographer for the trip, and our assis- 
tant, Moises Junior. The two Moises I'd 
travelled with before; Moises Senior was 
in fact more than my guide, he'd become 
my teacher in the jungle, the one man | 
trusted to watch my back regardless of 
what happened out there. He'd proven 
himself more than once. 

The expedition we were embarking 
on was at the behest of the Museum of 
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Natural History; the job was to secure a 
drug-making device from primitive 
Matses Indians, a “machacara.” It was a 
sort of mortar and pestle used in making 
an hallucinogen known as Nu-Nu, and 
naturally, I'd have to use the drug to au- 
thenticate the device. Yeah! 

When we arrived at the floating dock 
the pilot looked at us and our gear and 
shook his head. "Too much weight. We'll 
have to go without a co-pilot.” 

Steve looked at me. "| thought you 
said you worked everything out for 
these trips before you left New York?” 

"Ido, But this is Peru, Things change.” 

As the pilot removed seats to make 
room for our gear, Moises gave final in- 
structions to his son. He was to meet us 
at the mouth of the Matanza, an un- 
mapped river in the middle of nowhere 
inthree weeks, I've hiked in there before 
and knew that the chances of such a 
meeting were near zero. "Don't worry,” 
Moises laughed. “He's a marine. He'll find 
us. 

Of course, since neither Moises Junior 
nor | had ever heard of the river... well, 
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that’s how you do it with Moises, He's 
nota family guide. Steve was impressed. 
“You guys trying to scare me or what?” 

Take-off was spectacular: nearly five 
minutes of bouncing along the river, 
skirting debris before the pilot was able 
to get us aloft, and then suddenly we 
were up. Below us, floating raft houses 
and flooded marshes and then dense 
green jungle, unbroken by a single clear- 
ing, passed by for more than an hour of 
flight time. 

We landed on the Jivari river at Anga- 
mos, a military outpost, where we were 
greeted by an old friend of Moises’, 
Colonel Vargas. The two men spent the 
day arranging for a boat for our trip up 
the Galvez river into Matses territory. 
What we got was a local fisherman with 
a peque-peque, an oversized canoe with 
an eight horsepower engine and one 
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hundred gallons of military gasoline, The 
price for the gas was two thousand dol- 
lars. | tried to talk the price down, but 
with the nearest gas station 28 motor- 
boat days up the river, | didn't have much 
luck. 

Military permission to explore the 
Galvez was secured over dinner of sa- 
hino, a wild boar, with Colonel Vargas 
echoing Moises’ sentiments that we 
were to take every precaution with the 
Indians we met. "Cuidado, Be careful 
out there. Things happen quickly and no 
one is under our jurisdiction. You're on 
your own once you leave this camp.” 

For my part, I'd already learned that 
lesson on previous trips. As to Steve, | 
hoped he took these things seriously. 


- nthe morning we loaded our-peque- 

" peque and headed up the jivari to- 
__ward the Galvez. The river was wide, 
the day peaceful—an hour of nothing 
but the beauty of toucans and long-tailed 
parrots flying about the banks of the 
river, Steve began questioning all I'd said 
about the dangers of the region. ‘I 
thought you said this was tough! This isn't 
‘any worse than Tahiti!” 

He hardly finished his sentence when 
atwo-foot fish with teeth as bigas fingers 
leapt into our boat and began snapping 
at his pants. "Holy shit!” he screamed, 
nearly capsizing us. “What the fuck is 
that?” 

“Boca-chauma,” Moises: laughed. In a 
flash he grabbed the fish by the tail and 
smashed its head against the side of the 
canoe. "Welcome to the Amazon,” 

That first day, Tuesday, we came on 
two Matses villages. At both we left 
game Moises had shot, putting it near the 
Indian's canoes, then moved away, 
When we returned, the food was un- 
‘touched. It was a signal we were unwel- 
come and we didn't stop. 

By nightfall the river had come to life, 
We hadn't yet reached the third Matses 
camp and Moises began to worry for our 
safety: We couldn't just stop and make 
camp for fear of the big cats who roam 
the river banks after dark, but to con- 
tinue meant risking trouble with river 
beasts, most notably the black cayman, a 
type of crocodile so feared that it was al- 
most mythical. 

“Hands in the boat!" Moises or 
dered, and for proof of nearby danger 
he tossed some of the little fish which 
had jumped into the canoe during the 
day into the river: in seconds they disap- 
peared in a tumult of water as it boiled 
with thrashing piranha. 

It was nearly midnight when we saw a 
fire burning high on the river bank and 
heard a voice calling to us in the dark. 
Moises sighed in relief, “My old friend Al- 
berto! | thought you were dead ten years 
ago!" 

"You better stay with me tonight. 
The river's too dangerous!” 

We clambered up a log stairway to 
the man’s house. He and Moises were 
evidently old friends and as they talked 
‘over old times, Steve and | hung our 
hammocks and slept. 

In the morning, after breakfast of 
boca-chauma and wild fruits—accompa- 
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topic of Indian drug use, Nu-nu was 
used, Jorge said, but he didn't feel the 
Matses here were friendly enough to ap- 
Proach about it. They kept to them- 
selves and rarely came near the mission, 
except to steal things. The mestizo care- 
taker wentas far as to ask if he could join 
our troup, just to leave the puebla for a 
time. We took him on—extra help in the 
jungle is always welcome. 
coe 
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hursday morning we left Nueva 
San Juan; by Friday we'd reached 
the upper Galvez, where debris 
from fallen trees made the going slow to 
impossible. When our engines weren't 
stopping from hitting submerged wood 
they were flooding from the constant 
rain. Our spirits dampened with the ris- 
ing river. 
By Saturday the sky broke and the sun 
burned harshly. We expected to reach 
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the puebla Siete de Junio by late in the 
day and began hunting for the regalas, 

gifts, we would present the Matses 
there, Along the riverbanks cayman 
sunned themselves by the dozens. Three 
to ten footers slid out of the reeds at our 
approach and disappeared into the river 
with a splash. Steve had first luck; he took 
anear impossible shot from fifty yards at 
a six footer: the cayman lifted itself off 
the ground, shook its tail once and died 


The Indians would like that. Afterward 
he shot a duck: it fell to the river, 
wounded, and | had to wring its neck. | 
don't care much for hunting but it's the 
only way to eat in the jungle. | asked the 
thing to die quickly as | turned its neck 
around and around. 

Moises and | shot ducks next, and then 
our new man, Armando, pulled a thirty 
pound turtle from the river shallows. 
Moises announced that we had enough. 
The cayman and the turtle would be for 
the Indians, the ducks for us. 

Of course Indians like beauty too, and 
when we found a tree sloth swimming in 
the river, Moises plucked it from the wa- 
ter. It was the most beautiful animal I'd 
ever seen. It settled in quickly and be- 
came part of the crew in minutes. "For 
the children,” he announced. 

Late in the day we rounded a bend in 
the river and suddenly, up ahead was the 
puebla Siete de Junio, the Spanish name 
for the village Moises had helped build 
after the ill-fated Matses uprising in 1974. 
“It’s still there!” he shouted excitedly. 

Here there was no reserve. The men 
of the village met us with open arms; the 
wornen smiled and carried our things up 
the steep bluff to their homes. Our gifts 
were gratefully acknowledged, though 
the tree sloth was tossed aside. 

“What does that mean?” | asked. 

"Moises spoke with the chief and 
laughed, "He says they're too tough to 
eat.” 

Eat? This was a goddamned en- 
dangered species! 

At Indian camps | always wait for 
Moises to signal before | do anything, 
When he walks, | walk; when he bathes, | 
bathe. Despite having missionary cloth- 
ing picked up from the occasional trader 
‘on the river, most of the Matses are 
primitive and have their own rules of eti- 
quette. Little things can go awry and es- 
calate very quickly. 

Here though, Moises said we should 
relax. The chief, Pablo, and he had be- 
come fast friends after their battle and 
despite the twelve years which had 
passed since they'd seen one another, it 
‘was apparent that their bond remained 
unbroken. 

Jorge's wife Theresa was staying here 
temporarily and she remained our 
translator for the rest of the trip. Moises 
spoke some Matses, and Steve and | 
learned quickly, but without her help we 
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wouldn't have been able to question the 
Matses the way we did. 

‘We were shown to a sort of lean-to 
where we made camp, told to bathe in 
the river—quickly of course, since the 
piranha are always hungry—and then in- 
vited to eat with Pablo. Over dinner of 
broth and half-cooked fish heads, | asked 
Theresa how the Indians explained our 
presence. It was apparent they'd never 
seen whites before. Theresa didn't hesi- 
tate with her answer. She said that we 
were expected, in fact, we were a day 
late. It seemed that Pablo had used Nu- 
nu two days ago and had asked the drug 
to bring Moises with friends and gifts. 

She explained what she was saying to 
Pablo and he smiled. They talked for a 
moment and she laughed. “Pablo says he 
saw knives in his vision, and beads for his 
wives, Can he have them now?” 

Moises went to our kit and returned 
with a box of stainless steel serated 
kitchen knives, and handfuls of the beads 
I'd brought. The women smiled at Pablo. 
What power he had! 

Of course, his having brought us set- 
tled any questions we had about how 
they explained us in their world set. We 
were his vision in reality. Simple. 

The women giggled at the beads and 


held them like gold. Our gifts were so 
well received that Pablo offered Steve 
and I one of his daughters, an exquisite 
twelve year old named Clara. We left it 
to Moises to refuse the present without 
offending anyone. (A note on the names: 
all Matses men are named TUM; all 
women named CHAMPI, The names we 
used were made up either by Theresa 
or us.) 

The social setup was this: the women 
were all the wives of Pablo, and all the 
young men and women were his chil- 
dren. Each wife had her own house and 
duties. Recently anew man, Alberto, had 
come in from the recesses of the jungle, 
and Pablo, getting old at forty, welcomed 
him. He was to have two of Pablo's wives 
asa gift, an act of generosity which would 
only increase his status. Pablo's women 
all wore the Matses hash-mark tatoo 
around the lower face and mouth, as did 
Pablo and Alberto. Some of the younger 
men had them, some didn't, an indication 
of changing eras. 

While my questions were being an- 
swered Pablo retreated to a corner of 
his house and returned with an old 
brown bottle and a long tube. He 
‘opened the bottle and poured some 
green powder into his hands: Nu-nu. | 
watched excitedly as he put some of it 
into one end of the tube and put the tube 
to his mouth. The other end of the tube 
he put to Alberto’s nose and then he 
blew: green powder went everywhere! 
Alberto coughed and began spitting 
through the cracks in the flooring, Every- 
‘one cheered. Over and over he re- 
peated the process until Alberto had ten 
or twelve lines and could hardly sit 
without falling over. Then Alberto took 
the bottle and served Pablo an equal 
amount. Their eyes glazed over and | 
leaned forward. | was next, wasn't I? | 
could hardly wait! 

But then they put the bottle away. 
None for the gringos. | could hardly be- 
lieve it! I'd come all the way out here for 
this and was only going to get to watch? | 
looked to Moises but couldn't say any- 
thing for fear of cross-cultural faux pas. 
Moises read my mind and laughed. 
“Sorry,” he said. 

The two men stood and walked une- 
venly outside to the edge of the bluff and 
we all followed. They smiled at us drunk- 
enly and repeated “Nu-nu” over and 
cover, and “borracho,” the Spanish word 
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for drunk, a word Theresa had evidently 
successfully explained 

The women giggled at their men and 
then at us. Some felt our legs and there 
were jokes about or size and how well 
we might taste. Theresa explained what 
they were saying but told us not to 
worry. No one in the tribe had eaten 
anyone since | 976 when Pablo had tor- 
tured two Catholic nuns who were pes- 
tering his children to convert. Moises 
backed the story up: he'd been the mili- 
tary man in charge of the investigation of 
the killings but had declared Pablo within 
his rights since the nuns had been re- 
peatedly warned to leave the Matses 
alone. After the incident Pablo had a 
change of heart and decided that while 
there was nothing wrong with the kill- 
ings, there would be no more eating the 
victims in his village, Whether Theresa 
and Moises exaggerated or not | don't 
know; certainly gringos came through so 
rarely that impressing us would seem 
normal, but Theresa didn't seem the 
type who needed to impress anyone. 

Pablo seemed to sense what was be- 
ing said and made a face. He used hand 
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gestures to tell the story of the killing, 
burial, and subsequent digging up and 
eating of the women to the delight of his 
wives. 

Steve and I took out our flashlights and 
played them on the river: there were 
several logs floating in the river. The logs 
were huge and dove with a thunderous 
explosion when the lights played on 
them: the fabled black cayman. | could 
hardly believe it! These were prehistoric 
monsters, six or eight meters long, the 
kind of things movies are made about! 
They floated in the center of the river, 
eyes set nearly a foot apart, which would 
make their heads more than three feet 
long. No wonder Moises was nervous 
about us being on the river at night! They 
were wonderful and horrible and I'd 
never again be comfortable on the river 
after nightfall 

We went to bed shortly after and 
realized that the puebla was a gold mine 
for tarantulas: our things were covered 
in them. But after seeing the black croco- 
diles we just shooed them away. The 
worst they could do was poison us 

In the morning we were invited to 
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hunt with Pablo and one of his wives, but 
he walked into the jungle with such 
speed that he was out of sight in minutes 
and we returned alone. When he re- 
turned two hours later it was with three 
large birds he'd taken with his bow and 
arrows, the primary Matses hunting tool 

Later in the day, when Steve had gone 
upriver to fish with Alberto and some of 
the boys, | asked Moises to get Pablo to 
show me how Nu-nu was made. 

Pablo walked to the edge of 
his puebla and returned with some 
leaves. He smoked them dry on a mesh 
net made of crude cord and then pulver- 
ized them in a hollow length of bamboo: 
the machacara | was sent to get. 

The process was quite involved; barks 
and more leaves were added to the mix- 
ture, strained through a length of some- 
thing which looked like cheesecloth, 
repulverized and restrained. He chanted 
as he worked and | waited for the final 
product. 

During the process | asked Moises 
whether we might trade for the macha- 
cara. "No," he replied. “Only if he makes 
ita gift. Introducing the idea of trading to 
these people will change them forever. 
We won't ask anything of Pablo.” 

Primitives Ive met rarely use drugs 
without a specific reason and | was told 
that Nu-nu was used for strength in 
hunting and hiking in the jungle, for 
cleansing the body and for visualization 
and actualization of desires. 

Moises was interrupted by Pablo who 
had finished his concoction. He stood 
near me holding one end of the tube to 
my face and smiling, "Nu-nu.” 

| smiled. | didn’t know what would 
happen but wasn't turning back now. | 
held one nostril and Pablo blew. My 
whole face suddenly exploded with pain 
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as the crude powder washed over me. | 
thought I'd choke to death! | coughed 
and spit up green phlegm and couldn't 
hide my anguish. The women laughed 
and made faces in imitation of me. "Nu- 
nu. Pe-ter. Nu-nu!” they said 

Pablo was holding the tube again and 
the second line was nearly as painful as 
the first. Over and over he tooted me up 
until | fell to the ground, unable to move. 
My head swam, my vision blurred. | had 
no idea what to expect and listened to 
Moises when he said to let my mind go 
black. 


Tapir and black cayman were clearly 

defined, though I'd never seen either 
close-up. Sahino and wangana and jaguar 
and ocelots walked through a forest in 
my mind. Frenzied piranha tore at the 
flesh of a river dolphin beneath muddy 
waters. | grew woozy and realized that 
borracho was a perfect name for this 
high. The duck which Steven had shot 
and | strangled fell into the river in slow- 
motion over and over, hitting the water 
with a crash. | picked it up and wrung its 
neck and little fish popped free from its 
gullet. | couldn't shake the wretched im- 
age. | must have strangled that poor thing 
fifty times, feeling its force leave the body 
and the body going limp. | wasn't sure | 
liked Nu-nu. 

How long the hallucinations lasted, I've 
no idea. Perhaps half an hour, with an- 
other half hour of simple drunkenness. | 
wandered around the puebla followed 
by the women and Pablo who found me 
very amusing.

When | came out of it | was exhausted 
and lay down. 

lawoke late in the day. The whole clan 
stood around my hammock. “Wow,” | 
said and they all imitated the sound. "Nu- 
nu! Wow! Wow!” 

Steven returned shortly with perhaps 
a hundred small fish. | told him about the 
drug and that evening | convinced Pablo | 
needed more. | just smiled and repeated 
“Nu-nu” over and over until he got the 
hint. He told Theresa we'd all do some 
after dinner. 

“How does it help in hunting?” | asked 
‘over boiled fish and Pablo's birds. 

Theresa spoke with Pablo. "Pablo says 
you should see the animals dying. Pick 
‘one you want to eat. Watch it dying and 
see how it dies. See what time of day it is 
and where the animal is. Then in the 
morning you go wait for it.” 

That was a lot to believe. Pablo saw 
my doubt and decided we would use my 
vision for hunting in the morning. 

After sundown, Steve, myself, Pablo 
and Alberto indulged. Steve was rocked 
off his feet and nearly comatose. For my 
second experience | was better pre- 
pared and able to cover my paina little. 
Coughing and wheezing and spitting 
seemed to be part of the indication of 
how good the Nu-nu was, so | didn't 
hide that, but the anguish seemed to only 
be a gringo thing. 

'had eight lines and this time when my 
mind went black Moises said | should 
watch for sahino since they were so 
good to eat. | watched the parade of ani- 
mals through the forest and waited for 
sahino to come along. When they did it 
was nearly a stampede. Huge boars 
rumbled the ground beneath me. Some 
of them were cut off from the herd and 
began to fall but | couldn't see what they 
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were dying from: no arrows or gun shot 
marks, no spears. What else did the 
Matses have to hunt with? 

Later, after the high, | was asked to tell 
what | saw. What time of day was it? | 
didn’t know. When pressed | said that 
there was no mist in the jungle but that | 
didn’t think it was hot yet. Moises put it as. 
somewhere between eight and ten A.M. 

Where were the boars? Again | didn't 
know, though part of the river was fami- 
liar to me. Moises put it as somewhere 
downriver. 

How were the boars killed? Not with 
any weapons | knew. 

Alll of this was passed on to Pablo, 
who seemed pleased, though | was hop- 
ing his family wasn't depending too heav- 
ilyonme. 

In the morning we were awakened 
early. It was time to get my sahinos. 
Pablo, Alberto, the older sons, two 
wives, seven dogs and our group piled 
into our boat and took off down the 
river. In an hour the dogs grew edgy and 
we pulled up to the bank. We'd brought 
‘our guns, but Pablo ignored them. He 
had no weapons but ran with the dogs 
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through the jungle and was soon out of 
sight. Steve and | found the hiking that 
morning easy, no doubt one of the Nu- 
nu’s effects. We ran for nearly thirty 
minutes and suddenly heard the dogs 
barking in front of us: we followed the 
sound and found Pablo and the others 
gathered around a huge hollow log.

THE BUSINESS OF MARIJUANA

H . Bigelow, 


entrepreneur, marijuana 
dealer, practical-minded 
supporter of other people’s 
idealistic causes, walked into a 
party at Hugh Hefner’s 
Playboy Mansion West, in Los 
Angeles. It was November of 
1978. Hefner was giving a fund- 
raiser for NORML, the National 
Organization for Reform of 
Marijuana Laws, which had led 
the protest against the spraying of 
Paraquat in Mexico a few months 
earlier. It was an intriguing time, 
and close to the peak time, for the 
marijuana business. After a 
summer of short supplies caused 
by the Paraquat scare, Colombia 
had been able to make up for the 
Mexican shortfall, and then

In the United States, much 
of the opposition to drug use and 
to the values the drug users held 
had vanished; and now the blue- 
collar kids, the southerners, 
many of the politicians, and some 
rich and influential people—like 
Hefiner—had come around and, if 
only for a brief period, were 
making public their support for 
dope-related causes. 

It was a crowded party, 
and the mood was self 
contratulatory. The guests from 
the commercial end of the 
marijuana trade, like Bigelow, 
were on their best behavior, a bit 
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awed at emerging from their 
world of clandestine dealings to 
this place of unabashed, boastful 
wealth. Bigelow wandered 
outside to smoke a joint. Others 
had the same idea. Genial 
strangers met, sharing the ritual, 
so rich with meanings in that era, 
of passing the joints back and 
forth, holding the smoke in their 
lungs, waiting for the changes to 
occur. 

Bigelow strolled on. 
He discovered cages of strutting 
peacocks, then a grotto, complete 
with waterfall, that Hefner 
sometimes used for making love. 


Finally he wandered into a. cave 
and his eyes focused on a bizarre 
contraption—evidently a piece of 
furniture for a woman to lie back 
upon in the receiving position 
while her feet rested in obstetric 
style stirrups. Bigelow laughed. 
It was weird, all right. The 
changes from the Cannabis sativa 
made it seem even weirder. And 
yet it was a phenomenal place, he 
admitted to himself, as he walked 
back toward the party. Not so 
much its kinky toys as the 
mansion and the feeling of 
solidity that came along with the 
business empire. Bigelow knew a 


Later that night the 
crowd moved to a hotel suite on 
Rodeo Drive. There the party 
turned into an upscale drug 
binge, the well-dressed guests 
offering one another pot and lines 
of cocaine. In this setting, 
Bigelow, a main of trained tastes, 
caught a whiff of an especially 
spicy and pungent odor. It was 
unlike the burning-rope smell of 
Mexican and Columbian 
marijuana. It was different, and it 
brought back memories of his 
early dealing days. He began 
following the scent through the 
rooms, toward what he assumed 
would be a pipe with a glowing 
chunk of Afghani hashish inside. 
Instead he found himself staring 
ata fat, burning joint. Two men 
dressed in tweed sports jackets 
and polished cowboy boots were 
passing the joint back and forth, 
the aroma enveloping them like a 
cloud. Bigelow stood next to 
them expectantly and asked them 
what it was. One of them turned 
to him, exhaled, and told him to 
have a hit. His accent was from 
someplace south of the Mason- 
Dixon line. “It’s Cannabis indica, 
he said. “Grown from Afghani 
seeds, right here in the U.S.A.” 
Bigelow finished the 
joint with these men, who said 
they were from the Confederate 
states, and smiled in 
acknowledgment of their 
vagueness; Bigelow didn’t ask

the spraying of the Mexican crop 
had revealed an opportunity that 
until then had always seemed just 
out of reach. Bigelow thought he 
might do better growing 
Cannabis indica in the United 
States than he could handling 
imported cannabis sativa as a 
distributor and dealer, which is 
what he had been doing for years. 
While Bigelow pondered, a few 
hundred other people in the trade 
had already made the switchover. 
The marijuana trade was taking 
its most significant new direction, 


since the Sixties. 


Bigclow started 
smoking dope the year it began 
to enter mainstream society, 
1967. The following spring he 
made the easterner’s obligatory 
pilgrimage to the West Coast 
spawning grounds of the 
counterculture. On Telegraph 
Avenue in Berkeley, he bought a 
couple of books about dope to 
satisfy his curiosity. The books 
didn’t tell him much about 
growing, but he already knew 
how to garden, and after he got 
back cast he planted some seeds 
from a lid of Mexican grass. Like 
other growers of this era he 
didn’t know the difference 
between male and female plants. 
He let them flower together and 
seed. The marijuana that resulted 
was nowhere near as potent as 
pot grown ina hotter climate. So 
he gave up on growing for the

—though he found

rn 9'to 2.5 pounds. Along with 
the plentiful stems and seeds, 
which were not smokable, he 
would occasionally find rocks, 
bottle caps, and pieces of 
Mexican newspapers. He also 
handled hashish—usually 
Lebanese or Moroccan, once ina 
while the fragrant black Afghani. 

Dealing had an edge of 
excitement, because it was illegal, 
but the day-to-day transactions 
quickly became routine. He got 
high with the people who came 
over to buy. Other times he 
stayed in his apartment and 
waited for the phone to ring. 

Big would pick up the 
receiver and hear the mechanical- 
sounding voice of the operator: 
“Hold on for long distance, 
please,” and then the coins going 
ka-chung through the pay-phone 
slot. And then the soft drawl of 
the distributor coming through 
the line. The distributor was 
calling from somewhere off in 
the boondocks and would be in 
New York the following night. 
And sure enough he would pull 
up witha pickup truck with a 
camper shell on the back and 
footlockers inside, covered with 
sleeping bags and luggage. Then 
the challenge was trying to move 
two or three hundred pounds of 
the stuff to Bigelow’s upstairs 
apartment while looking as 
normal and innocuous as 
possible, all the while being 
stoned and certain that the 
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ee 


neighbors, if not the ops, knew 
exactly what he was doing. He 
and the distributor would weigh 
it with the wrapping offand 
work out the price. Then the 
distributor would take off for his 
next stop, trusting that the 
money would be sent; there was a 
lot of trust between them. 

By the early-to-mid- 
Seventies he began to get 
Jamaican and Colombian in bales 
of varying sizes. Soon after that 
he handled his first homegrown, 
from one of the midwestern areas 
of the U.S. that once grew hemp 
varieties of Cannabis sativa. The 
odd thing about homegrown was 
how short and personal the 
distribution chain was: night 
meetings in rural gas stations 
with farmers’ representatives, 
“and all that furtive bullshit” of 
working with frightened 
amateurs. The homegrown was 
cheap, a hundred a pound to him. 
He sold it cheap, as ersatz 
Mexican. Later he got shipments 
of better domestic stuff, the 
seeded, flowering tops of female 
plants, which he passed off as 
Mexican or Jamaican. About 
1977 he started seeing occasional 
shipments of domestic sinsemilla, 
grown from Mexican or Thai 
strains in California and Hawaii 
This was still sativa, but it was a 
sophisticated product. Its 
growers had realized that if they 
removed all the male plants, the 
females would put out an 
inordinate quantity of floral 
clusters, or buds, in an attempt to 
trap nonexistent pollen. Bigelow 
told his customers that the 
sinsemilla was American. They 
liked it. The buds were much 
more powerful than leafy dope, 
and better for rolling joints 
because they contained no seeds 
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Nevertheless, he couldn’t get 
shipments of sinsemilla often. 
The bulk of the trade was in the 
imported Brand X stuff, with its 
harsh taste and its sticks and 
seeds, and its long, anonymous 
distribution chain, 

Big was restless. He 
had been dealing Jong cnough for 
the novelty to wear off. He had 
seen Mexican and Jamaican and

Colombian go through their 
cycles, the good quality crowded 
out by the mediocre as the source 
countries became greedy. He was 
finding bales of Colombian now 
with four-inch layers of brush 
and leaf inside. He was tired of 
moving pot from his Lower East 
Side apartment, tired of the noisy 
canyons of New York City. 


B..... was on the 


lookout for business 
opportunities when he met 

the Confederate boys at the 
party. So were they. A partner of 
theirs had traveled to Afghanistan 


several years carlier and obtained 
Cannabis indica seeds, the sort the 
Afghanis use for plants from 
which they made hash. C. indica 
‘was a strange proposition for 
people who had known only 
Mexican, Colombian, or 
Jamaican dope, all of which was. 
. sativa. Both species had. 
compound leaves with serrated 
edges, three, five, seven or more 
leaflets joined together near the 
stem. But indica leaves were 

wide and short, sativa leaves 
narrow and long. Indica was a 
dark green in color, sativa a light 
green. Indica was a short and 
bushy plant, while sativa was tall 
and slender. But the salient 
differences were these: Indica 
produced bigger buds and more 
psychoactive resins per plant, and 
a stronger, more sedative, more 
bulldozerlike high. Unsmoked, it 
had a powerful, room-filling 
aroma, like the mingled scents of 
pine trees, mint, and fresh-mown 
hay. Best yet, indica was fully 
adapted for growth in temperate 
climates. It would do well 
anywhere in the United States, 
and it was ready for harvest at 
least a month before sativa. 

The Confederates had 
seeds. They had dope. They 
made Big an offer that he winced 
at. He haggled and pleaded and 
then at last he gave in to their 
terms. In exchange for their seeds 
and know-how, he agreed to give 
them half his first year’s crop. He 
told himself he would have made 
the same kind of bargain if he had 
been in their shoes. Besides, they 
wouldn't be at his farm, so he 
could decide which half of the 
crop to give them. 

The year following the 
Hefner party Bigelow continued 
to sell imported stuff wholesale 


. 


and retail, but he also planted 
indica on his farm in the rich, 
rototilled soil of his organic 
vegetable garden, behind his 
tomatoes. Fall came and he 
harvested without problems, but 
the next year when he spotted 
strangers roaming through the 
woods—strangers wearing tin 
badges and uniforms—he pulled 
the plants early. The cops never. 
paid him a call and probably did 
him a favor. He never grew a 
cash crop of his own again. 
Instead he realized that as much 
as he liked growing, the chances 
of pulling off a crop year after 
year in his area weren’t high 
enough to suit him. His 
horticultural and marketing 
skills, plus his wide contacts in 
the business, offered him another 
niche in the marketplace. Or 
rather a combination of niches. 
Bigelow became a traveling 
consultant for growers, a 
nonresident partner in indica 
crops, a processor of harvested 
marijuana, and a wholesale and 
retail dealer specializing in 
sinsemilla. 

The winter after his 
first crop came in, Bigelow put 
together a photo album of this 
strange-looking indica plant in its 
various growth stages. He 
packed samples of his product 
into his suitcase and made the 
rounds of the back-to-the-land 
longhairs that he knew. He knew 
alot of them. They were hard up 
for money. By the time he 
showed them the pictures they 
had already taken a toke or two 
of his sinsemilla and they were 
gone, ready to listen to his 
proposals. The pot was powerful 
and it had a cool, minty taste. It 
was new. As Bigelow began 
explaining the sinsemilla concept 


to them they found themselves 
nodding in agreement. He was. 
right. There was a beauty in the 
idea of letting the lady plants 
mature without any males 
around, letting them put out 
flower after green flower until 
the branch tips were surrounded 
by them, thick as bottle washers. 
After harvest, said Bigelow, you 
manicure the buds of their shade

leaves, and you get marijuana as 
powerful and spicy as any in the 
world. American marijuana, he 
emphasized. No more foreign 
stuff. No more payments to 
corrupt foreign regimes. No 
more seeds and stems filling up 
the Baggics, said Bigelow. No 
more harsh smoke burning your 
throat and your lungs. And they 
said, You're right, Big. 
Wherever Bigelow 
went he preached the doctrine of 
sinsemilla. Sometimes he made 
converts, sometimes he didn’t. 
Many ofhis rural friends, even 
the ones who liked his pot, were 
suspicious of business 
relationships, or were too 


paranoid or disorganized to 
become commercial growers. 
But to those who were interested 
he talked deals. He would bring 
them seeds or young plants in the 
spring and give them whatever 
help they needed. No money 
down. In the fall he would get a 
percentage of the crop, and the 
right to sell their part of the crop 
to his retail customers. While he 
was traveling around making his 
pitch, he kept up his contacts 
with city friends who had cut 
their hair, entered the 
mainstream, and become lawyers 
and professionals. Try some of 
this stuff, he would tell them, as 
he lip up a joint. Bigelow was 
low-key. He was casual. Almost 
without their realizing it he 
turned his retail clients into dope 
snobs. They thought of 
themselves as connoisseurs. By 
the time he left they would rather 
be caught dead than smoke 
anything but indica sinsemilla. 
Big played both ends. He set up 
his suppliers. He created demand. 
Bigelow tailored his 
deals to the situation. He didn’t 
mind going small-scale. He 
installed an indoor garden, with 
light fixtures and seedlings, for 
city dwellers wanting to grow 
their own stash. He came back 
later for his share, which was just 
a few ounces, but the ounces sold 
for $150 apiece. He taught young 
men how to grow, and at least 
one of his protégés became a 
Johnny Cannabisseed in his own 
right, teaching nouveau country 
dwellers how to grow fora 
percentage of their crops. 
Bigelow made loans to 
established growers for a 50 
percent payback at the end of the 
season. He provided indica seeds 
for 10 percent of what turned out 
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to be a hundred-pow 
carning himself $18, 


consuming chore of 
the buds for market. 
putting together deals. 
teaching people how to gto 
was in his element. He coul 
supply everything, “from seédi 
through sales,” as he put it. 

His timing was good. 
By the end of the Seventies, the 
people who came to be known as 
yuppies, young urban 
professionals with appetites for 
stereos and BMW’s, made up a 
big chunk of the retail marijuana 
market. The yuppies didn’t mind 
paying a lot of money for dope. 
They kinda liked the idea. 
Sinsemilla was new, it was 
upscale. If there was a narrower 
demand for indica sinsemilla than 
for the seeded stuff of the old 
days—because indica left some 
people who tried it drooling, 
unable to more or speak, IQ 
Zero, until the effects wore off— 
it didn’t really matter, because it 
sold for more money, and 
because hard-core smokers swore 
by it. There was never enough of 
it to go around. The growers 
were assured ofa market. Unlike 
the Latin American growers, 
whose niche was producing big 
quantities of low-quality pot and 
selling it at a low price, the 
American sinsemilla growers’ 
niche was producing small 
quantities of top-quality 
marijuana and selling it at a top 
price through a short distribution 
chain, The growers, in fact, 
could sell their sinsemilla for 
between $1,400 and $2,200 per 
pound. 

This was a staggering 
amount of money. It was well 
over a thousand times more per 
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own agun 
and never confront a thief, 
much less anifmocent hiker. He 
didn’t sell dope, as he putit, to 
“hippies, children, or cocaine 
dealers.” He started an antique- 
furniture restoring business, 
using deliveries and pickups as an 
excuse for his frequent travels, 
and laundering marijuana money 
through his legitimate facade. He 
‘was no saint—his income tax 
payments were as low as he 
thought he could get away with— 
but the ethics of the marijuana 
trade were important to him. He 
did deals with people whose full 
names he didn’t know or ask for, 
trusting them and being trusted 
in return for tens of thousands of 
dollars. His net worth was 
somewhere near the quarter- 
million-dollar level of the more 
successful growers. Bigelow 
understood money. He was good 
at compartmentalizing. He 
always knew how much to set 
aside for investments, how much 
he could blow on good times. He 
had a place in the city and his 
farm out in the country and other 
investments scattered around. He 
gave money to environmental 
groups, to political candidates he 
liked, to other people’s idealistic 
causes. He gave bonuses to the 
people who worked for him 
trimming marijuana buds in the 
fall. He was a karmic 
businessman. He gave in the 
belief that he had already been 
fortunate, and that giving might 
help keep his luck when he most 
needed it. 


aved plants, each one 
meticulously numbered with its 
genetic strain. He bred plants 
here, always experimenting. His 
farmhouse decor ran to Navajo 
rugs and framed contemporary 
photographs. He was never quite 
settled. He was always tearing 
‘out walls and building new 
cabinets, But the farm expressed 
his tastes. It was amonument to 
achievements-in-progress. 
Financially, he was making it. He 
had created this solid little world, 
and given it his signature, by 
successfully marketing a product.

EPILOG 
After 15 years as a dealer/grower, 
Bigelow found himself unable tostep 
‘out of the business despite increasing 
risks. The financial demands of his 
lavish lifestyle and his sincere affec- 
tion for cannabis culture kept 
Bigelow in the trade beyond what 
‘even he knew wasa prudent length of 
time. Finally, the law of averages 
caught up with him: he was arrested 
and charged in marijuana trafficking 
indictments. After many of his 
former friends and contacts, under 
intense pressure from new legal 
‘weapons granted tothe law, supplied 
information about him to the DEA, 
Bigelow himself cooperated and, at 
the time of the book’s writing, was 
awaiting relatively light sentence of 
several years in prison and fines for 
back taxes. Bigelow’s days asa mari- 
juana entrepeneur were over. But to- 
day, there is no shortage of others 
like him to fill his place.

you create the climate! 


In general, a person should spend at 
least ten minutes per day, per lamp to 
have a well cared for and productive 
garden. This Is enough time to com- 
plete all the stuff on the weekly calen- 
dar and checklist. Much of gardening 
Is simply watching and paying atten- 
tion. Plants cannot talk; consequently, 
the grower must have a keen knowl- 
edge of how marijuana grows and the 
requirements for optimum flower pro- 
duction. It takes only a little extra time 
to culture a bumper crop. If using CO, 

richment or hydroponic: low 
about 20 minutes per day for mainte- 


Check the following to see if they 
function properly: 
@ Air ventilation 
@ Air circulation 
@ Humidity (40-50) 
@ Temperature: day, 70-75 degrees; night, 
50-60 degrees 
@ Soil moisture (check for dry pockets); water 
as needed 
Cultivate soil surface 
@ Check pH 
Rotate plants under lamp 
@ Check for spider mites under leaves 
@ Check for fungi, algae and disease 
Check for nutrient deficiencies 
@ Regular fertilization schedule 
@ Check HID system for excessive heat at 
plug-in, timer, ballast and near the ceiling 
@ Move lamp up, 12" above plants 
@ Clean-up! 


The calendars only four months long: 
two months vegetative growth, two 
months flowering. Since this is an In- 
door calendar, you may start it any day 
of the year you want, no matter what 
the weatherman says. 

If the garden Is full of clones grown 
with CO, enrichment or hydroponi- 
cally, the calendar could move up one 
to three weeks, depending on how fast 
the garden grows. The calendar will 
move back several weeks if plants are 
stunted, root bound, or neglected in 
any way. Allow about 90 days for equa- 
torial varieties of sativa to flower. Re- 
member, light intensity substantially 
diminishes over 4’ away from the bulb. 
January1 First week 

@ Take and root clones. They should root in 
‘one to four weeks. Clones take about a month 
to become strong and established, 

@ Sow seeds; make sure they are warm (70 
to 80 degrees) for speedy germination. 

@ Mix dolomite lime into soil before planting. 
@ Set-up the grow room and the lamp. 

@ Set timer for 18 hour days and 6 hour 
nights. 

January 5-10 Second week 

@ Make sure the room is completely set-up 
before introducing any plants. 

@ Move in rooted clones or sprouted 
seedlings; place 24-36" under HID. 

@ Keep soil surface moist, 

‘eed seediings with half-strength fertilizer. 
@ First fertilization if using soilless mix. Use 
an all purpose fertilizer. Start regular 
fertilization schedule.

No. Green plants absorb only simple 
mineral solutions through their roots. 
The dyes and pigments used in food 
coloring have molecules too large to 
pass through the root hairs into the 
Plant. Before organic fertilizers are 
used by the roots they are broken 
down into simple salts, too. 


Dear Ed, 

About four months ago | started my first 
indoor crop. It is growing under six 48” 
“Gro-Lux Wide Spectrum’ fluorescents in 
a medium consisting of mostly topsoil 
and perlite. | also added some cow ma- 
nure and some lime and have been using 
a 20-20-20 soluble fertilizer complete 
with trace elements. The pH ranges from 
6-6.5. 

My problem has been finding the right 
balance for fertilizing. During the first two 
months of growth, all of the large leaves 
on the bottom half of the plants turned 
yellow and dropped. | diagnosed an N de- 
ficiency and began to fertilize regularly 
with a dilute solution of fertilizer at each 
watering. Then, about three days after | 
turned the light cycle to 12 hours, | no- 
ticed that many of the leaves near the top 
were covered with necrotic spots and all 
of the tips were brown and curled under. | 
leached the pots immediately thinking 
that maybe | over-fertilized but each plant 
lost about 30% of their potential. My 
question is how can | avoid this in the fu- 
ture? What made my plants sick? Woulda 
‘soilless medium have been a better alter- 
native? What can | do now to increase 
flower development?

Stumped in the Sunshine State 


The plants are probably suffering from 
a potassium (K) deficiency. These 
salts were probably tied up in the soil 
and although they were present, were 
unavailable to the plant. The manure, 
If It was not completely composted, 
might have tied up the nutrients as it 
fermented. You might try growing in a 
soilless medium. The nutrients in 
those mediums usually remain in so- 
lution and available to the plant. For 
now, add a high phosphorous (P), me- 
dium nitrogen, and potassium fertil- 
Izer so the flowering plants have 
nutrients for new growth. 


Dear Ed, 
| recently moved into a house with an 
attic crawl-space that measures six feet 
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at the peak by 35 inches wide. I'd like to 
convert to a halide system. Is it practical 
to mount the fixtures horizontally, facing 
the center of the room? | feel | would cut 
off too much height for growth if the lights 
were mounted from the top. How many 
fluorescent tubes would it take to light this 
area?

The plants would do best with lights 
mounted on the ceiling. However, two 
horizontally mounted High Pressure 
Sodium lamps, one on either side of 
the room, provide adequate lighting 
for the plants, especially if their beams 
were directed partly at the celling 
which had a bright reflective material 
covering it. High Pressure Sodium 
lamps are easily mounted horizon- 
tally. Another solution would be to 
mount the fixtures from the ceiling un- 
til the light began to Interfere with the 
plants’ height and then switch to side 
mounting. 

Another solution might be fluores- 
cents flush-mounted to the ceiling. A 
minimum of two tubes per linear foot 
would be required for acceptable 
growth. Because of the physical limi- 
tations caused by the size of the tubes 
Its hard to use more than three lights 
per foot. Another solution would be to 
use VHO fluorescents which use three 
times the electricity of ordinary tubes 
butemit 2% times the light. It would be 
ease to light a space very brightly us- 
Ing 1*/-20f these tubes per linear foot. 
Horizontally mounted HPS lamps are 
available from several advertisers in 
HIGH TIMES. 


Dear Ed, 

| am writing to tell you about the most 
effective new growing aid that | have ever 
‘seen. It is an enzymatic soil conditioner 
‘sold under the brand name, “Nitron.” The 
manufacturers claim that it is a totally na- 
tural product, andis totally safe touse. Ni- 
tron makes all the nutrients in the soil 
available to the plants. You need only use 
a fraction of the fertilizers you would nor- 
mally use. It is available for both soil and 
container growing. 

In my current garden soil! used com- 
mercial potting mix, bone meal, bat 
guano, seabird guano, and perlite. Some 
three month old plants were only a foot 
tall due to late transplanting. After using 
Nitron twice in a week there were three 
new sets of leaves on the plants.

Much of the harshness of the leat is 
caused by the water-soluble pig- 
ments. You could soak the pot In water 
and then dry It out. It will have a much 
smoother taste, 

Anyway, there Is no reason why you 
have to smoke the leaf fo get the THC. 
A few years ago there was a pipe on 
the market called the “Tilt.” It con- 
sisted of a glass chamber with a flexi- 
ble smoking tube attached. A small 
platform sat in the middle of the cham- 
ber. Underneath the metal piece, there 
was a small heating coll attached to a 
rheostat so that the temperature could 
be controlled. The pipe was operated 
as follows: A plece of smoking mate- 
rlal was placed on the platform and the 
glass bowl was put In place enclosing 
everything. The pipe was plugged Into 


the outlet and the rheostat was ad- 
Justed so that the THC evaporated as 
the material reached about 180 de- 
grees. The vegetative matter charred 
Just a little if the temperature was on 
the high side. Once the THC evapo- 
rated, It was drawn through the flexi- 
ble smoking tube from the bowl, 
where It had collected. 

Follar feeding Is usually used as a 
‘supplement to root feeding although 
there have been successful experi- 
ments and programs using It. How- 
ever, | would suggest that the real 
solution to the problem Is to develop a 
method of draining the tubs. 

1 do not think that the plants will 
have problems with an erratic sched- 
ule of bright light along with the con- 
stant dimmer lights. Please keep us 
posted on the results. 

CO, will not increase your yield but it 
will shorten the length of the flowering 
cycle. 


Dear Ed, 

I'm having somewhat of a task keeping 
the pH level within the correct range. No 
matter how much fertilizer | use the wa- 
ter solution always goes up around 8.5 in 
about three or four days. | have a hydro- 
Ponic unit constructed of plastic buckets 
and PVC pipe with a gravel medium.

Having successfully grown Holy 
‘Smoke for a number of years in Alaska, | 
was baffled by an extremely poor crop 
until | tested the water. 

The soil tested beautifully (it should— 
hand measured and mixed for each con- 
tainer). | used the same nutrients as 
before but growth was slow, the plant was 
pale and weak and the lower leaves kept 
dropping. 

The water was excessively alkaline, a 
first in this area, and a problem | never 
contended with before. But the cure was 
simple. After trial and error mixtures | 
found the right amount of household 
white vinegar to add to the water and it 
worked. The plants took off 

Although only three months old, they 
are all over 6’ and that was with a bad 
start.

When growing hydroponically. how 
does one avoid or do away with algae? 

How does CO, disperse itself? Does it 
float upward and escape or does it settle?

There is no easy way to eliminate 
gae from hydroponic systems. A filter 
onactive systems will help to collect it 
so that It does not clog up the lines. 
Other than tying up some nutrients, 
the growth Is not harmful to the plant 

CO, in heavier than air, so it settles 
the bottom of the space. Furthermore, 
when it is released from a tank it is 
colder than the surrounding gasses 
which also causes It to sink. It is best 
to release the gas above the plants.

The main danger from high 
levels of CO, is asphyxiation since the 
gas Is heavier than air and can settle 
on the floor or ina valley. Using a regu- 
lator, only minute amounts of CO, are 
released from the tank presenting no 
danger.

Is the sex of the marijuana plant deter- 
mined genetically or does it decide later?

Cannabis has a sex chromosome 
which determines whether the plant is 
to be male or female. However, there 
are other genes involved which deter- 
mine how this sexuality Is actually ex- 
pressed. For instance, a plant may be 
a sexually determined female but un- 
der certain conditions it may display 
male characteristics as well. 

Various studies have been per- 
formed regarding sexual variation and 
photoperiod. Plants started In the 
early spring showed more sexual ab- 
normalities. 


Dear Ed, 

Is there any correlation between the 
time the seed catalogs give for a plant to 
be harvested outdoors as opposed to 
when it is grown indoors? If two varieties 
mature 30 days apart outdoors, does this 
mean that they will mature the same days 
apart indoors?

Plants’ flower response is based on 
measuring the number of hours of un- 
Interrupted darkness the plants re- 
ceive. Different varieties require 
different numbers of hours of light to 
start flowering. Outdoors, the number 
of hours of uninterrupted darkness in- 
creases nightly after June 22. When a 
particular plant's threshold Is reached 
the plant starts to flower. Indoors the 
gardener usually changes the light 
regimen all at once to a long night, 
usually 12 hours. All of the plants’ 
threshholds (except some equatori- 
als) are usually reached when this 
happens and all of the plants start to 
flower. However, low latitude varieties 
usually take longer to start forming 
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flowers, and It takes their flowers 
longer to ripen that it takes higher latl- 
tude varieties. 


Dear Ed, 

In the August issue of “Ask Ed” Ireada 
letter that complained about decreasing 
potency. One sentence states, “I select 
males for breeding purposes on the basis 
of which has the most capitate stalked tri- 
chomes per leaf.” Could you please ex- 
plain this sentence.

Capitate stalked trichomes are the 
glands found on the leaves and flow- 
ering parts. They store THC, and con- 
sist of several cells, some of which 
comprise a stalk, and a “head” made 
of a thin membrane which fills up with 
the resin as it matures. The correspon- 
dent said that he counted the number 
of these glands found in a given area 
on the plant. Then he selected the 
plant with the most glands.

What is the best way to keep sinse or 
any type of marijuana moist and fresh? | 
have pounds of it which | want to store.

Once the marijuana has been properly 
dried, place it In heat-seal type bags, 
then put those bags into a rigid con- 
tainer in the freezer.

CO, Is 
an Inert gas and will not harm the po- 
tency of marijuana.

Chances are most of the plants will be 
hermaphroditic, like their progenitor. 
However, the seeds may produce an oc- 
casional one-sexed plant. 

Theshiny side of aluminum foil reflects 
the light inhot spots so that the light spot- 
lights some areas and leaves others with- 
out much reflected light. When the foil is 
secured tightly to the wall this causes 
uneven illumination. When the foil is 
loose, so that it moves with air currents, 
the high-lighted area is moving; the 
garden receives a more even distribution 
of light. The dull side diffuses the light so 
there is no spotlighting. 

“Shell No Pest Strips” release insect 
toxins into the atmosphere. They pro- 
bably do not affect the plants or the 
smoke. While | cannot say the insecticide 
is unsafe, | donot think thatit contributes 
to one’s health. 


Dear Ed, 

Ilive in the Northeast where the early 
cold weather cuts the growing season 
short. Recently, a grower friend told me 
he knew a way to harvest buds in fall, 
then cut the plants so they “hibernate” 
over winter, then reharvest them again 
next fall. | said he's full of fertilizer. He 
swears it's true. Please settle this 
—Nobody 

Nowhere (Crugers, New York) 


Plants can be dug up and reharvested the 
following season. Once they are dug up 
and potted, they canbe treated like indoor 
plants and will respond to the light cycle 
inthe same way. By giving them light con- 
tinuously or for long periods eachday, the 
plants will return to vegetative growth. 
When the light cycle is reduced suffi- 
ciently, the plants will flower. 

It is much easier to take cuttings and 
root them than to dig up a plant. Even 
when taken at full flower, cuttings root 
fairly easily.

clones should be able to take more intense 
light sooner. 

@ Thin and transplant seedlings into larger 


@ Irrigation is less frequent now. 


February 15 Sixth week 

@ Piants should be 12-24” tall, continue to 
look good, with broad firm, green leaves. 

@ No leaves should be yellowing yet. If they 
are, fine tune the weekly checklist, 

@ Overwatering is sometimes a problem now. 
Check the soil with a moisture meter. 

@ Increased air circulation and ventilation are 
now essential. 

@ Mist the garden with water to create rain. 
‘Amagnesium deficiency could show up 
now, if no fine dolomite lime was added to 
growing medium. 

‘@ Supplemental trace element mix can be 
applied now if needed. 


March1 Eighth week 

@ At two months the plants may be anywhere 
from 20-36" tall. They should be stocky and 
very bushy. If they are bigger and healthier, 
you are doing the right stuff! 

@ Take clones for the next crop. 

@ If there are any leaves yellowing and dying, 
fine tune the weekly check list. 

@ Air circulation: ventilation and relative 
humidity are very important now. 

@ Leach soil to wash away any excess salt 
residues in the soil. 

@ Female clone crops may be given 12 hours 
of light to induce flowering. 

@ In inducing flowering with the 12 hour 
photoperiod, change to super bloom fertilizer. 
Cloning for sex may be practiced now. 

@ Soil will dry out rapidly now, watch for dry 
soll pockets. 

@ Magnesium deficiencies that have not 
surfaced, might show up now; treat with 
epsom salts. 

@ Bend and tie plants over that are too tall, to. 
give the garden an even profile. 

@ Prune plants that are shadowing other 
plants (optional). 

@ If you planted enough plants, the room 
should be ready for a second lamp. Most 
growers add a 1000 watt HP sodium or a 
1000 watt phosphor coated halide to increase 
harvest. 

@ Lower leaves might begin to yellow now. It 
many leaves are yellowing, fine tune the 
checklist. 


@ After fine tuning checklist, remove 
yellowing leaves only if they are clearly going 


quite a bit of 
water; make sure to check it daily if needed. 


March15 Tenth week 

@ The tops should elongate, about 6-12", and 
show few or no signs of much vegetative 
growth. 

@ Males showing their sex should be 
removed or saved in another room for 
breeding. Females might show a few white 
hairs (pistils). 

@ Continue fertilizing with a high bloom 
fertilizer. 

© Older leaves may start to drop a little faster, 
due to decreased nitrogen in the super bloom 
fertilizer or if only a HP sodium lamp is used. 
@ Check ail the critical factors listed in the 
checklist. 


April1 Twelfth week 

© Branches, now finished with the elongation 
process, should be as tall as they are going to 
get. Now they grow more and heavier calyxes 
on the flower buds. 


@ This is the time of peak THC production. 
During the next one to four weeks, the tops 
will double in size and potency. 

‘@ Continue to water as needed and feed 
‘super bloom fertilizer. 

Females’ sex should be fully evident now. 
© Bud moid could become a problem. 
‘Constant scrutiny is a must: it shows up 
‘overnight. 

@ Give the garden a good bath to wash off 
any unwanted chemical or organic residues 
that may have accumulated on foliage. 

@ Last chance for spraying and fertilizing if 
you plan to harvest within two weeks. If there 
are any nutrient, fungi, or insect disorders, 
this is the last chance you will have to use 
‘spray to combat them. 


April15 Fourteenth week 
@ Buds should be oazing with resin by now. 
‘Some lower shade leaf yellowing is normal. 
@ Early maturing indica buds will be close to 
Teady or ripe now, 
@ Harvest if ready. 
© Water (if you must) as needed, using a 
water meter to check moisture level. 
@ Water stress only during last few days 
before harvest. 
@ No insecticides!

MAJOR CHANGES FOR 
BAIL IN FEDERAL CASES 


BY ROBERT FOGELNEST 


n October 12, 1984, the Federal 

Bail Reform Act of 1984 went into 

effect, completely revising a per- 
son's right to bail. The most significant 
portion of the “reform” is that we now 
have in this country, forthe first timein its 
history, preventive detention. 

If a person is charged in federal court 
with a controlled substance offense car- 
rying a potential penalty of ten or more 
years imprisonment, which includes any 
‘cocaine charge, or under certain other cir- 
cumstances, such as distributing any 
sort of drug within 1,000 feet of a school, 
the government can request that the 
judge hold a detention hearing. The hear- 
ing is supposed to be held the first time 
the person charged appears in court but 
in fact, the government may seek a con- 
tinuance for up to three days without hav- 
ing to show even good cause for request- 
ing the postponement. At the hearing, the 
government can put on evidence in anat- 
tempt to have the accused held without 
bail; the hearing need not follow the 
Federal Rules of Evidence which prohi- 
bits the use of hearsay testimony. 

The standard of proof to establish pro- 
bable cause is very low. Alll the govern- 
ment needs to dois to present the arrest- 
ing officer to testify that a person was in- 
volved in a drug transaction and that an 
analysis of the substance that was seized 
showed that it was, infact, cocaine for ex- 
ample. Stated another way, the govern- 
ment need not show—to establish pro- 
bable cause—that a jury would convict, 
or that the evidence was seized in a legal 
fashion, or that the person was not en- 
trapped. 

Simply put, a person who is charged 
with an offense which carries a potential 
penalty of more than ten years in jail can 
now be kept in jail simply if the govern- 
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ment can establish probable cause, 
which is not a difficult burden on the go- 
vernment. It is interesting to note that de- 
spite this onerous situation, the law spe- 
cifically states “nothing in this section 
shall be construed as modifying or limit- 
ing the presumption of innocence.” Some 
presumption of innocence! 

If a person who is arrested by the feds 
has a pending felony, whether it be state 
or federal, or is on probation or parole, or 
is considered to be of “questionable 
immigration status,” the judgeis required 
to order the detention of that person for 
not more than ten days, not including Sa- 
turdays, Sundays, and holidays. During 
those ten days, the federal prosecutors. 
will notify the appropriate authorities to 
see that the person is detained and kept 
in prison pending the outcome of the 
charges. 

If through skilled lawyering anda little 
bit of luck, a person charged in federal 
court is lucky enough to be granted bail, 
the statute provides that the judge can 
now impose all kinds of conditions with 
the release. For example, release may re- 
quire the person to remain in the custody 
of a designated person, to maintain em- 
ployment or enroll in school, tohave limit- 
ed travel rights, to have no contact what- 
soever with potential witnesses, toreport 
on a regular basis to a law enforcement 
agency, to comply with curfew restric- 
tions, to refrain from possessing fire- 
arms, to avoid the excessive use of alco- 
hol or drugs, to undergo medical treat- 
ment, to undergo psychiatric treatment, 
toreturn tocustody for specified hours, or 
any other “necessary” condition that the 
judge or the prosecutor can conjure up. 
Moreover, a condition of bail which may 
be imposed under the new statute is that 
the person accused of a crime agrees to 
forfeit property or money to the govern- 
ment even before he is convicted and fur- 


ther, that he proves that the property 
belongs to him. 

Wait. There's more. In addition, the 
court is allowed to inquire into the source 
of the property that would be posted as 
bail. Therefore, if you are able to obtain 
bail and have a friend who is willing to 
Post it, the judge has the right to find out 
who that friend is. It is conceivable that 
some people might be willing to post bail 
but would prefer to be anonymous. This 
sort of inquiry into tthe source of the bail to 
be posted is another means whereby a 
person canendup incarcerated beforehe 
is ever found guilty of any crime. 

There has also been a substantial 
change in a person's right to bail after 
he is convicted. A person who has been 
found guilty or who has pled guilty 
will be released only if there is clear and 
convincing evidence that he is not likely 
to flee or to pose a danger to the safety of 
any other person or to the community, 
and if “the appeal is not for the purpose of 
delay and raisesa substantial question of 
law or fact likely to result in a reversal or 
an order for a new trial.” The important 
changes that the law now requires an af- 
firmative finding that the chance for a 
reversal is substantial. The odd thing 
about this is that the determination as to 
whether or not a chance for a reversal is 
substantial is to be made by the very 
judge before whom you went to trial. 

‘Asa practical matter, it works this way. 
During the course of the trial, the judge 
may have admitted into evidence, over 
the objection of the person on trial, testi- 
mony which is highly prejudicial, inad- 
missable, or illegally admitted. This 
kind of an error by a judge is grounds for 
an appeal upon which a reversal could be 
obtained. However, in order to be on bail 
pending appeal, and therefore not to 
serve time in prison whilea determination 
is made by a higher court as to whether or 
not you received a fair trial in the first 
place, the very judge who made the 
claimed mistake will have to acknow- 
ledge that thereis a substantial question; 
that he, infact, madea mistakeand that it 
is the kind of mistake that would lead toa 
reversal. Thus, in order to get out on bail

1. They're like precious artifacts melted 
together and smuggled out of town under 
cover of night. Or magazines mailed in 
plain brown wrappers. Or bootleg wire 
field recordings. 


They're volumes one and two of the 
Anthology of Go-Go, delivered to your 
home in two double-album sets wrapped 
in generic black sleeves by the good folks 
at T.E.D.. The records come without 
song titles or breaks between cuts. One 
album in each set ishalfof a Trouble Funk 
double album called Revvin’ Up. 

You know right away that this isn't 
Good to Go. That Art Garfunkel isn’t 
gonna be on any of the eight sides. 

You know that this is the real shit. 

And it is. Non-stop, from bottom to top, 
this is straight hardcore Go-Go: an end- 
less, loose-flowing jam driven by ashtray 
vocal chants and a truckload of percus- 
sion. More cowbell than your heart can 
stand. Imagine whole songs turning on 
lines like “Don't touch that stereo” or 
“That's what we're talking ‘bout.” Even 
without dust, this is it 


Unlike recent attempts to break D.C.'s 
heavy funk to the masses, Anthology 
‘of Go-Go doesn't smooth out the rough 
‘spots or try to make the jams conform to 
‘songs. These records fade the middle of 
‘one cut into the middle of the next, deliv- 
ering funk in the raw, without introduc- 
tions or finales. When the band hits the 
‘groove, they're on. No farting around 


Anthology of Go-Go isn't white- 
washed for casual consumption. This is 
the hard stuff. Consider only if you're 
straight with the earth's fundamental prin- 
ciple: in order to get down, you got to get 
in deep. 


2. Wanda Jackson is enough to make 
you believe that white people may indeed 
have invented rock and roll. A girlish rock-

King Leer Russ Meyer cast a pack of 
blousy former centerfolds as a female 
rock band in this strangely funny put-on. 
Lots of body paint, drugs, and weird sex 
(do lesbians really like to fellate revolv- 
ers?), a Manson-style slaughter, and ahe- 
roic rescue in a wheelchair. 


THE BIG CUBE 

Lana Turner really gets “with-it” playing a 
retired star whose nasty step-daughter 
spikes her nightly sedatives with LSD.

THE FILMS OF EMILIO DE 


ANTONIO (MP!) 

VIETNAM.IN THE YEAR OF THE 
PIG, UNDERGROUND and 
MILLHOUSE: A WHITE COMEDY 
are three of Emilio de Antonio's agit-prop 
documentaries that have surfaced on 
tape representing a pretty clear picture of 
American idealism of the '60s and '70s. 
UNDERGROUND manages to encap- 
sulate an entire decade of radicalism from 
Fidel Castro and Malcolm X through Viet- 
nam and Martin Luther King to interviews 
with Weather Underground fugitives. With 
all UNDERGROUND's culture rhetoric 
and political zealotry, the FBI provided an 
even better hook on which to hang this 
film's messages by threatening the film- 
makers with numerous subpoenas and 
finally attempting to seize the print. Of the 
three Antonio films MILLHOUSE: A

These bail jumping 
penalties run consecutive to any 
sentence of imprisonment forthe original 
offense. 

Ifa person on bail commits another of- 
fense in addition to any ather penalty, he 
can receive an additional two toten years 
confinement fora felony or 90 days—one 
year for a misdemeanor which also runs 
consecutive to any other sentence of im- 
prisonment. If a person violates a condi- 
tion of release, he is subject to a revoca- 
tion of release, an order of detention or a 
prosecution for contempt of court. 

In summary, the Bail Reform Act of 
1984 is another tool which the prosecu- 
tors now have in inflicting severe punish- 
ment on those convicted of crimes and 
more specifically, those convictedof drug 
violations. 

The year 1984 brought us the most 
sweeping revision of the federal criminal 
law in the history of this country since the 
enactment of the Bill of Rights. It was 
aimed, in large part, to combat the desire 
of tens of millions of Americans to en- 
gage in recreational drug use. 


If convicted of a drug crime, a person 
faces substantially increased penalties 
with sentences to be determined by a 
commission selected by President 
Reagan, the government's ability to ap- 
peal a sentence that they don't like, and 
finally, no parole. A person's ability tohire 
an attorney has been diminished and at 
the very least, we can expect attorneys to 
have to litigate with the government for 
the right to keep the fees that they have 
earned for protecting the constitutional 
rights of citizens accused by that very 
same government. Assets will be forfeit- 
ed and we can expect attorneys to be 
confronted with the ethical dilemma of 
‘complying with Internal Revenue regula- 
tions or breaching the confidences of the 
clients who have come to them for 
counsel. 

Fallen in President Reagan's “War on 
Drugs" are the constitutional protections 
and rights of individuals for which our 
Parents and grandparents died in other 
wars. When considering the damage 
done to our individual rights, we must 
consider whether this particular war is 
ever worth fighting. @
